THE DUTY OF GOVERNMENT. 


If there is one daty more than another which 
demands the immediate and earnest attention of 
the Government of British Columbia it is the 
promotion of a thorongh exploration and pros- 
pecting of the country. So deeply impressed 
sire we with the paramount importance of this, 
under present. circumstances, that we recur to 
the subject at the risk of being accused of harp- 
ing on one string. Not “Tong ago we suggested 
the organization of a Colonial Exploring Asso. 
ciation, represented by branches in every impor- 
tant locality, the whole to be under the anapices 


land, or to diggings where every 


day’s pay., Thus we hold that, 


an Act of Parliament and sustained in part out 
of the public revenue, Since that time a private 
effort has been made in this city, and several 
small expeditions have been sent out ander the 
auspices of an organization styling itself the New 
Westininster Exploring Association. And, al- 
! thongh the efforts put forth by that association 
are very creditable, and the result is well enough 
in ite way, yet enongh has transpired to ripen 
our conviction that, in order to thorough and suc- 
cessful exploration, the regulating and fostering 
id of the Executive is essential. The case might 
be very different ins large and wealthy commu- 
nity. But, with a sparse population, without 
more means, asa general thing, than what is 
needed to satisty present demands, it were un- 
reasonable that so expensive an undertaking 4s 
the exploration of the interior of this Colony 
should be successfully carried out by private 
effort. ; : 

Very mach has been’ said, and a good deal 
has been written, about emigration, and varions 
suggestions have been made as to the best means 
of attracting a population to this distant Colony. 
The importance of » large accession tu our pres- 
ent popalation all will readily admit ; bat there 
may be sutne little difference of opinion as to the 
best means of bringing abut so desirable result. 
One recommendean assisted emigration ; another, 
the siriple dissemination of information in those 
countries to which we may reasonably Jovk for 
anaddition to our population, while « third thinks 
that if oor land system were liberalized and our 
political organization more assimilated to those 
of other Colonies immigration would come in the 
regular course of events, aud that any attempt to 
force it would be unwise. While agreeing, tos 
certain extent, with all these opinions, yet we 
differ from thers all in this respect, that we think 
most of themn propose, more or less, commencing 
at the wrong end. It is one thing to attract a 
population, and quite avother, and equally diff- 
cult, matter to retain thet population. This 
British Colambia of ours has, in its time, had a 
wery fair share of immigration. Prybsbly as 
(tnany as one handred thousand souls,; all told, 
have sought these shores since the great discov- 
ery of gold on the Lower Fraser in 1858. The 
fect that less than eight per cent. have remained 
4m the Colony should lead ns to seek for the cause. 
Although the ¢fffox.has undoubtedly been. pro- 

‘tionately Targe in the case of British Colam- 
bia, yet our history forms no exception to the 
general experience of gold-producing countries in 
their incipient stages. Nor is it difficult to ac- 
eount for this excessive fluctuation in the popala- 
tion of this Colony. The diffenlty and expense 
with which prospecting has been attended would 
deter most men from penetrating far beyond the 
beaten track. We have not been without our 
quota of hardy and adventurous spirits, who have
